To 
offset that fact, legislators who enact- 
ed the law argued that it nlso would 
cut down th,e day's casualties. 


A permit from the city mayor, vil- 


lage president, or town chairman is 
necessary before Roman candles may 
shoot their colored bursts of fire, or 
skyrockets go sizzing through the air. 
Even then they must be discharged in 
an open field or on the water. 


Failure to enforce the new law con- 


stitutes grounds for removal of offi- 
cials charged with that duty. Such 


fficiflls may require a $5,000 bond of 
he person or organization sponsoring 
he special fireworks display as-in- 
urance against personal or property 
lamage. 
Toy pistols, cannons, or other con- 
Hvances using explosive caps or car- 
tridges, and any Chinese firecrackers 
more than two inches in length and 
three-eights inch in diameter are ban- 
ned from sale, manufacture, or im- 
portation into the state. Even the 
distance which pin wheels may throw 
their fire is restricted.

Any person who sells unpermiltcd 


fireworks is held responsible by this] 
law for any damage they may do. 
Likewise a father is personally liable 
for damage caused by his boy's fire- 
works if they arc of the forbidden 
type.
